the Stewart press why he should be re- 
turned against the express wish of the 
people of the St»te, are models of in- 
genious sophistry 


To their view Newlands has been 


guilty of treachery because he dares to 
atpire to the Senatorslup after Stewart 
had failed to carry H nwjouty of the 
Legislature. By the same process of 
reasoning, ha would still bo ineligible 
a* a candidate had Stewart failed to 
carry u single vote in tbat body. But 
let us examine into tbn alleged treach- 
ery. It wae well known among all who 
were at all posted in political matters, 
thatVior to the meeting of tbe con- 
ventions tbe Stewart force* were op- 
poahsg Newlands with might and main 
and were endeavoring to iecnre suffi- 
cient strength to down Newlands in 
the convention for tbe nomination for 
Oongrei?. Tbe writer was a delegate 
to tbat convention and knows whereof 
he speaks. The reasons given at tbat 
time were tbat it was needed to hold 
Newlands In line and quiet tbe Sena-

Even bis bitterest 
opponent cannot point to a word or 
act on hi* part which can bu construed 
into an opposition to Stewart before 
the election. On tbe otber band, it IB 
generally believed thtt Stewart fur- 
nlthed tbe means to enable Wren te 
tn»ke a fight for Cou^reas i.gamst New- 
lands. At any rate that gentleman 
touched very ligutl> on Stewart, aud 
«he-c> hj could not exi'.ueo he did uot 
bUtue. It is also a iiotuble fact thut 
Mr. V,'rt«n, a short time before the eon- 
vc'ittioua met declared that he was 
fli.duei.illy unable to make the canvass

rule for employers to insist that serv- 
ants who have tbe manipulation of 
books and money most go away 
Hnn- 


drela of sets of books uome into my 
bands and those of otber accountants in 
this way, and 1 could tell yon of many 
cases where two or more clerks, who 
coald in their ordinary work play into 
each other's bands, are sent holiday 
making at tbe came time.

gient Italian master being BO obviously 
imitatno tbat no ono with any adequate 
Knowledge of his work could possibly 
be rkcened 
It is, however, a pleasant 


fiction, and enables patriotic Americans 
in Europe to enlarge upon tbe snperb 
masterpieces oversea.—Nineteenth Cen-
